"Housing is high on the list of matters calling 
for decisive Congressional action. This is re- 
flected in recanmendations contained in reports re- 
cently issued by the postwar committees of the 
Senate and the House of Representatives. While dif- 
fering opinions may be held as to detail,these pro- 
posals for actim already developed in the Congress 
appear to me sound and essential. 


"I urgently recommend that the Congress, at an 
early date, enact broad and comprehensive housing 
legislation. .. 


"The time has come for the government to begin 
to undertake a program of federal aid to stimulate 
and promote the redevelopment of deteriorating 
areas. . eThe rebuilding of these areas should con- 
form to broad city plans, provide adequately for 
displaced families, and make maximun useof private 
capital. .. 


"This nation has recognized the need of using 
nublic funds to clear slums and to provide homes 
for those families who could not otherwise enjoy 
adequate housing because of the difference between 


their present earning power and the cost or rental 
of a decent home. We can not, and we will not,

Housing Controls Out; Policies Revamped 

As of October 15, all housing construction con- 
trols were removed. WPB removed control order 
L-4l and this move, in turn, resulted in termina- 
tion of NHA's authority to regulate prices and 
sales of privately-—financed, pvriority-assisted war 
n using. 


Even after the final st was taken,debate con- 
tinued, both in and out of Senate S, over the wis- 
jiom of lifting controls during this period of 


threatening inflation. When the announcement was 
first made last month, Reconversion Director John 
W. Snyder issued a six-point voluntary program 
lesigned to minimize the danger of inflation and 
calling for stricter OPA controls over building 
materials, well as government—industry c era 
tion to increase the supply of such materials. 
However. Price Administrator Chester Bowles and 
other government officials, charging that such a 
program would not be enough to stop runaway prices, 
asked that price ceilings be placed on all housing 
— both old and new. Oo great ws the pressure in 
Washington this month, that Mr. Snyder called to- 
gether an emergency committee, composed of Mr. 
Bowles, NHA Administrator John B. Blandford Jr., 
Stabilization Director John C. Collet, anc Federal 
Reserve Board Chairman Marriner S. Eccles, to con- 
sider the problem further. After several weeks of 
considering various methods to hold dow prices and 
yet encourage homebuilding, the committee recommend- 
ed adoption of Mr. Bowles' price ceiling program, 
As of the time this issue of the Journal went to 
press, Mr. Snyder had not nitted himself on this 
recommendation or ven on the more basic question 
of the necessity for any further controls over hou- 
sing prices. Im making the original decision to 
lift controls Mr. Snyder had followed the strong 
recommendation of another advisory committee, head— 
ed by Construction Coordinator Hugh Potter, a past

Senate Acts on Housing Legislation 

An amended District of Columbia Redevelopment 
Bill (S1426) wes passed by the Senate on October 
18. As originally introduced by Senator McCarran 
in September, the bill drew sharp criticism from 
labor groups and all agencies and officials inter- 
ested in seeing an effective housing program estab- 
lished. Senator McCarran thereupon consulted with 


Senator Wagner and, together, the senators worked 
out amendments to their mutual satisfaction and to 
the satisfaction of groups opposing the original

Senate Banking and Currency Committee hearings 
on the Wagner-Ellender comprehensive housing bill 
were tentatively scheduled for October 2, but were 
deferred to provide an opportunity for further con- 
sultation. Additional consideration was given to 
the types of amendments needed to broaden’ the scqpe 
of the bill and to meet the objectives of its many 
programs. As of the end of October, no definite 
date had yet been assigned for hearings. 





MEMBERSHIP TO BE CANVASSED 
ON ELECTION PROCEDURES 





The recent mail ballot submitted to tne member- 
ship gave every member entitled to vote (active 
and agency members) an opportunity to participate 
in the election of officers and members of the 
Board of Governors. There seemed to be consider- 
able feeling among the members, however — ex- 
pressed both orally and in writing — that the 
method used did not, in fact, provide any means 
wherebysuch participation could be made effective. 
(One member even expressed his feelings by marking 
his ballot "Ja, Ja".) 


While only 445 ballots were returned in the re- 
cent polling (just under 25 per cent), this number 
4s several times the number of members who ever 
took part inan election at an annual meeting under 
the old system. Nevertheless, the old system did 
provide an opportunity for proposal from the floor 
of candidates other than those presented by the 
Nominating Committee. That this was an opportunity 
for effective action was shown at the 1944 annual 
meeting by the election of President Holtzendorff 
after nomination from the floor. 


Any method for election by mail will be found to 
have its drawbacks. The Committee on Election Pro- 
cedures and the Boardof Governors earnestly sought 
to devise the best possible means for democratic 
participation. However, the fact that the lowest 
number of votes received by any candidate elected 
asaresult ofthe recent mail ballot was 418, while 
the highest number of votes received by a write-in 
candidate was 6, indicates that the method used 
provided for little more than a yes-or-no referen- 
dum on the candidates proposed by the Nominating 
Committee — with the "yes" almost inevitably bound 
to prevail, even if only by default. 


The Board of Governors is anxious to devise a 
system that will both give every member qualified 
to vote an opportunity to vote and provide means 
for making his participation effective. To this 
end, the membership will shortly be canvassed for 
(a) comments on the method used in the recent 
election, and (b) specific suggestions as to what 
should be done. 
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CITY NEWS 
in brief 








LOUISVILLE industries have contributed $1400 — 
fourteen firms have pledged $100 each — to provide 
funds for the continued operation of the city's war 
housing center. After federal support of war hous- 
ing centers was withdrawn, the local Board of Alder- 
man refused to appropriate the necessary amount to 
keep the center going. However, the Louisville War 
Housing Committee feels that the "postwar housing 
problem is just as mch a community responsibility 
as was the war housing program." The Committee's 


chairman, Nicholas H. Dosker, therefore appealed to 
the fourteen industries to make up the difference. 


Mr. Dosker, who is also Administrator of the 
Louisville Municipal Housing Commission, reports 
that "listings of vacant housing have not been 
noticeably increased by the cutbacks in war produc- 
tion and the returm of inmigrant war workers to 
their old homes. Such vacancies as have been 
caused by this movement have be~@m more than counter- 
acted by the return of out-migrant Louisville war 
workers from other areas." Also, he writes, the 
desire of resident families for homes of their ow 
"is just as great as it ever was." Doubled-up 
families, families living in furnished rooms, and 
families threatened with eviction because of the 
sale of their rented quarters, are all seeking 
placesto live. And, "in addition to this, the 
demobilization program of the Army and Navy is 
bringing back discharged servicemen at a rate far 
more rapid than was originally contemplated." 


ST. LOUIS have anew building code — considered one 


of the most modern in the country. More than 200 
"civic-minded" engineers, architects, builders, 
manufacturers, and labor representatives worked 


with city officials since 1937 to prepare the new 
code, replacing the city's outmoded thirty-year 
old code. In generul, the 1945 code pernits 
cheaper construction and more flexible building 
regulations. It makes possible the use of new 
construction materials and, for this reason,it is 
expected to stimlate postwar construction in 
St. Louis. 


YOUNGSTOWN has "caught the vision of tne need of 
planning for a better community." Leading busin ess- 
men and labor representatives have organized the 
Greater Youngstown Area Foundation, which last 
month opened adrive to raise $250,000. The money 
will beused to pay for the Foundation's five-point 
program that includes (1) preparation of a master 
plan for the city; (2) a survey of economic bene- 
fits derived from replacement of blighted housing 
areas with "new low-cost homes, apartments, play- 
grounds, and neighborhood shopping areas (3) sur- 
vey of logical new industries and twsinesses for 
the citys; (4) survey of public parking facilities; 
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(5) educational program to promote a Lake Hrie- 
Ohio River canal. 


Already, more than $65,000 has been pledged by 
a number of business firms, labor organizations, 
and individuals. The total mbscription is expected 
to exceed by far the original goal of $250,000. he 
Foundation was conceived by a committee of five 
Youngstown business men: William G. Lyden, Lyden 
Oil Company; Bruce M. Weinhold, Strouss-—Hirshberg 
Company; Charles G. Nichols, G.M. McKelvey Com ay; 
Thomas H. Murray, Heller-Murray Company; and Ken- 
neth M. Lloyd, Mahoning Valley Industriel Council. 














WILMINGTON (North Caroline) is awaiting results of 
a survey of labor skills that are available in the 
community. The Housing Authority of the City of 
Wilmington expects to be asked to supervise the 
survey for the entire city and has allovated space 
in one of its war housing developments for this pur- 
pose. Sponsor of the survey is the local Economic 
Development Committee. The Authority's cooperation 
stems from its belief that one of the most important 
things it "can do at this time is to help in any 
local endeavor to provide employment in the postwar 
period." 


Construction of a necktie factory in Wilmington 
indicates that there will soon be a demand for 
needlecraft workers. The Authority is therefore 
offering additional space in its Lake Forest com- 
munity building for conducting aptitude tests for 
persons woo may be interested in that type of work. 


WEW HAVEN public housing developments were visited 
this summer by their architect, Douglas Orr, who 
wes accompanied by Markley Stevenson, President of 
the American Society of Landscape Architects. Both 
visitors were "ery much impressed" with the mainten- 
ance and appearance of the homes — factors which 
Director B. M. Pettit of the Housing Authoritv of 
the City of New Haven believes can "not be over 
emphasized." 








"My impression was extremely favorable, "writes 
Mr. Orr, "particulerly with relation to the manner 
in which the maintenance and outside areas had been 
improved. . . I think that Mr. Pettit and all the 
Managers are to be very much congratulated on the 
manner in which the maintenance has improved .... 
While anumber of problems have never been adequately 
solved, it is quite evident that the managers have 
found some very satisfactory solutions to some of 
the more trying difficulties ...." 


Managers of the New Haven Authority's four de- 
velopments are: Helen S. MacPherson, Elm Haven; 
Sol Magid, Quinnipiac Terrace; J. F. St. George, 
Farnam Courts; and John F. Downes, West Hills. 











ATLANTA and MEMPHIS housing authority residents 
have demonstrated that public housing is, in fact, 
a step on the road to home ownership. Since Jan- 








vary 1944, 92 tenants of the Memphis Housing Auth-' 


ority have »urchased their own ‘homes. In Stients 
159 former tenants of Techwood and Clark huvell 
Homes, low-rent developments operated by the Hous-— 
ing Authority of the City of Atlenta, have moved to 


homes of their ovm during the past five years. This 
record, declares an editorial in the Techwood re- 
sidents' newspaper, shows that “housing projects 
serve a wonderful purpose in providing a bresthing 
spell for families in a low-rent bracket....One 
hundred end fifty-nine families out of a small con- 


munity of some 4400 men, women, and children is a 
record for private industry to shoot at, and is all 
the greeter considering that abnormal conditions 
and unjustifiably high prices: huve made this a most 
inopportune time to buy." 


GARY'S housing coordinetor, Jemes Perrotta, has com 
pleted his sixth report on the block—by-block census 
of substandard housing which he began 

year. His most recent report covers a

PEORIA Housing Authority's Seventh Annual Report 
has recently been th: subject of a favorable edito- 
rial in the Labor Temple News, a local labor news- 
paper. "Organized labor," says the editorial, "was 
one of the prime movers and strong supporters of 
public housing and, in 1937, when the local Autho- 
rity had its beginning, the AF of L building trades 
were a strong factor in making the John Warner 
Homes, the Harrison Homes, and the Harrison Homes 
Addition, a reality." The editorial lists the 
Authority's accomplishments, points to its payments 
in lieu of taxes ("more than double the amount of 
taxes formerly assessed against" property now owned 
by the Autharity) and conciudes that "the wmions end 
individual members of the unions favor the Low-rent 
housing program for the benefit that it gives to 
the common man. The Seventh Annual Report of the 
Authority is proof of labor's contention." 


The Seventh Report has been widely distributed; 
like the Sixth Revort, it has been sent to all the 
Authority's tenants, to social agencies, public 
school teachers, and to certain business firms and 
other interested persons in Peoria.
